Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kraus (US 

3,954,174).

• wherein the first covering material (1 2) does not overlap the second covering

• the medicinal solution housing container (10) is removeably attached to the 
medical instrument housing portion (30) such that the medicinal solution housing 
container (10) can be detached from the medicinal instrument housing portion

Claim 3: Kraus '174 disclose: 

• the medicinal solution housing chamber (22) holds a medicinal solution (24) and 
the medical instrument housing chamber (44) holds at least one sterilized 
medical instrument (Col. 2 Lines 41-44 and 61-65) 

Claim 4: Kraus '174 disclose: 

• the medicinal solution housing chamber (22) holds a medicinal solution (24) and 
the medical instrument housing chamber (44) holds at least one medical 
instrument (Col. 2 Lines 41-44 and 61-65)
